CAMPING HOW-TOS 


Few people are born feeling comfortable 
going off on an outdoor adventure without 
an armament of ideas and strategies. 
“Qutdoor Skills,” edited by Frank Golad

To plan a trip, the whole family has to be 
honest and realistic about what they would 
enjoy doing and seeing. 

It's hard to know where to start when 
planning a vacation, and the wide range of 
options can be intimidating. Meyers sug- 
gests that families begin by talking to their 
friends about what trips have been suc- 
cessful for them and by read- 
ing through travel books to 
get a general idea of what's 
out there. 

Once the options have 
been narrowed down, parents 
can try some armchair explo- 
ration with rented travel 
videos; or use CD-ROM ency- 
clopedia software for a multi- 
media slide show on an area 
of interest. 

Meyers warns parents that 
it is easy to be overwhelmed in the 
research process and to turn a simple 
investigation into something that feels like 
research for a master’s thesis. She recom- 
mends sketching out an itinerary—and 
then cutting it in half if traveling with chil- 
dren. *Boil it down to the things that are 
most important to you," Meyers says. "Get 
your priorities in order because there just 
isn't enough time to see everything." 

It's also important to build relaxation 
time into the schedule. “Kids can be in the 
most exotic locations and still be more 
interested in whether there's a pool at the 
hotel than in seeing the sights," Meyers 
says. But an hour of swimming—or sneak- 
ing a nap—can recharge the whole family. 

Meyers offers general suggestions for 
families, based on the age of the children. 
For those with infants and toddlers, she 
suggests finding one place to go—and stay- 
ing there. The extra baggage of diapers, 
bottles, and strollers can make a fast-paced 
trip especially trying. 

For older children, Meyers suggests that 
the kids wear backpacks (packed with 
water, snacks, and small toys) and learn to 
carry their own luggage as much as possi- 
ble. If traveling by car, she encourages 
scheduling regular breaks to facilitate some 
stretching and light exercise. 

For children and adults, excitement can 
be built by bringing out books related to 
the destination, including such classics as 


Robert McCloskey’ s Make Way for 
Ducklings, which is set in Boston, or Eloise, 
by Kay Thompson, which takes place at 
The Plaza Hotel in New York. Also available 
are a wide range of destination guides writ- 
ten specifically for children. All can be use- 
ful for families to discern—beforehand— 
what everyone would enjoy doing.

A PET TRAVEL 
PRIMER 


If the family is taking a 
trip—whether or not the dog or cat comes 
along—there are many things to consider 
before the vacation starts. 

Some excursions are particularly well- 
suited to including a pet, says New York- 
based pet therapist Warren Eckstein. Many 
campgrounds accept pets, and Eckstein 
says the smell of fresh air or the sound of a 
running stream can be a real thrill to dogs, 
who typically spend most of their days in 
neatly-fenced backyards. Many destina- 
tions offer well-run kennels. 

For families that opt to invite their four- 
footed friend along, Eckstein recommends 
that the pet receive a complete veterinary 
check-up, ensuring that it is up to date on 
vaccinations and has an ample supply of 
any needed medications. 

Eckstein also urges parents to add to the 
pet's identification tag the name and phone 
number of a friend or relative who will be 
available during the trip. If the pet strays 
while on the trip, the family’s home phone 
number is useless. 

Because pets are creatures of habit, 
Eckstein encourages families to pack 
favorite blankets or toys. It's also good to 
bring lots of water from home, since a pet 
can be sensitive to out-of-town water. 

Eckstein recommends that travelers stay-

SIDELINE SURVIVAL KIT 


Families can’t successfully sit on the 
sidelines of any sporting event 
without a survival kit that includes 
some basics: Bring plenty to drink, 
sandwiches, fruit, and favorite 
munchables. Instead of an old- 
fashioned picnic basket, try an 
insulated picnic tote. The tote is light- 
weight, easy to carry, and foldable 
for storage. Many incorporate freezer 
packs that keep foods cold for hours.

Eckstein 
suggests booking direct flights to minimize 
the risk of delays and other problems. 

For families that decide to leave their 
pet at home, Eckstein says the ideal situa- 
tion is to find a trusted friend or bonded 
pet sitter to look after the animal. 

Eckstein himself goes one step farther: 
he calls home three to four times a day, 
just so that his dog and cat can hear his 
voice on the answering machine.

GETTING A KICK OUT

Americans are getting a kick out of soccer. 
A survey by the Soccer Industry Council 
of America (SICA), based in North Palm 
Beach, Florida, found that, 12.2 million 
kids under 18 play soccer. Soccer is the 
largest organized sport for youth under 18. 
According to Dick Wilson, National 
Executive Director of the 50-year-old 
American Youth Soccer Organization 
(AYSO), based in Hawthorne, California, 
people are drawn to the game because it's 
fun, easy to play, and good exercise. 
Soccer doesn't have any size or weight 
requirements, and it doesn't demand much 
equipment. "It's more stress-free than 
other sports because there's less of a spot- 
light on the individual kid and more of a

THE CENTURY-OLD 
THERMOS 


Today’s thermos containers may look 
dauntingly space-aged, but the hottle was 
actually designed by Sir James Dewar, a 
British chemist, in 1892. While Dewar 
was interested in creating a bottle to 
store liquefied gases, his invention was 
soon applied to maintaining the tempera- 
ture of common beverages, hot and cold. 
The modern thermos is based on 
Dewar’s hasic design, although today’s 
thermos bottles have become more 
streamlined and less fragile. Many 
versions now offer vacuum 
insulation and easy-to- 
hold handles. 
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OM’S MIRACLE JUST MIGHT 
M mean Dad and the kids pampering 

their favorite pamperer by serving 
her an elegant breakfast in bed on May 14. 
A minor miracle is Mom not having to get 
up and come to their aid in the kitchen. 
That’s a miracle worth the attempt, 
and here’s how: 

A PLAIN OMELET IS EASY AND ELEGANT— 
it takes about two minutes to make. But, 
almost as easily, you can refine the dish by 
adding a fanciful filling you can purchase 
prepared: orange marmalade, smoked 
salmon, pesto sauce. Round out the meal and 
the setting with some thoughtful touches. 
With a marmalade-filled omelet, serve mixed 
herries and a big, fluffy buttered biscuit you 
baked from a refrigerated container or made 
yourself from a mix. Pour grapefruit juice 
into a stemmed glass and garnish with a 
strawberry. If you think Mom would enjoy 
an omelet filled with smoked salmon, add a 
bagel with cream cheese and tomato wedges 
to the menu. Substitute tomato juice with a 
celery stick for grapefruit juice. For the pesto 
omelet, add melon slices, a crusty roll, and 
espresso or cappuccino—even if you mix it 
from an instant product.

According to age (the kids) and ability

tray, including a cloth napkin and a bouquet, 
or even just a single flower picked from the 
garden, fo carry Mom's breakfast. 


MOMLET 
2103 eggs 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
dash pepper 
2 teaspoons butter or margarine 
filling if desired 


Beat eggs with salt and pepper. 

Place 8-inch non-stick skillet over high 
heat. When the pan is hot, add butter and tilt 
to coat the pan. Add eggs and cook about 10 
seconds. 

Using a spatula, push the cooked egg from 
the edges of the pan to the center, allowing 
uncooked egg mixture to flow onto the hot 
pan. Continue to cook until the egg mixture is 
almost set on top. 

Spread your choice of filling over half of 
the omelet and fold the other half over the 
filling. Slide the omelet out of pan onto a 
warm plate and serve immediately.

MARMALADE OMELET: If desired, mix 1 
teaspoon grated orange peel into egg mixture. 
Place about !/4 cup marmalade on omelet just 
before folding. Garnish with mint and orange 
slices. 


SMOKED SALMON OMELET: Mix 2 teaspoons 
chopped chives into egg mixture. Place a slice 
of smoked salmon and 1 tablespoon sour 
cream on omelet just before folding. Garnish 
with additional chives. 


PESTO OMELET: Add 2 teaspoons grated 
parmesan cheese to egg mixture. Place 2 to 3 
tablespoons prepared pesto sauce on omelet 
just before folding. Garnish with additional 
parmesan and a sprig of basil.

“I love comedy," says Goldberg, breaking into a laugh that 
sounds suspiciously like Woody Woodpecker's, the first 
cartoon character he learned to draw at age four. 

An award-winning animator who created more television 
commercials than he cares to remember, Goldberg was, 
however, interested in Aladdin. When Aladdin co-producers 
and co-writers Ron Clements and John Musker announced 
that they’d like him to design and animate the Genie, 
Goldberg was jazzed to say the least. 

“There’s such a character animator 
in my blood,” Goldberg says. “No 
matter what | do, | get the biggest 
buzz out of really making a character 
alive. It’s a force not to be denied.” 

When audiences were introduced to 
the Genie in 1992, Goldberg's cre- 
ation was definitely a force to be 
reckoned with. Never in the history of 
Disney animation had there been a more 
dynamic character. A giant cloud of smoke that trans 
formed itself into more than 60 characters—from Jack | mum 
Nicholson to Arnold Schwarzenegger—the Genie was 
the d Tes d ey's 51st nata classic. 


burden, like a guy with a barrel chest, - 
like a fairly classical strong man. They 
were thinking much more anatomically. 

“I wanted to go in a different direc- 
tion; to make the lines more simplified. 
You get a sense of freedom and spirit 
from elegant curves that you wouldn’t 
get if you were drawing all the anatomy.” 

Inspired by the styles of illustrator Al 
Hirschfeld and veteran Disney animators 
Freddy Moore and Ward 
Kimball, Goldberg toyed 
with different designs. 

“We tried part-animal, 
Part spirit. We tried fat 
characters. We tried lots of 
things,” Goldberg recalls. 

In the end, all agreed 
that the more curvacious 
the Genie, the less compli- 
cated and more believable 
he was. 

Of course, while designing 
the Genie-of-the-Lamp, Eric 
Goldberg had drawn from 
another major source of 
inspiration: mega-talent 
Robin Williams. ' 

From the beginning, Clements and 
Musker, who also created Disney's The 
Great Mouse Detective and The Little 

Mermaid, had Robin Williams 
~ in mind as the Genie. Yet 
Williams hesitated sign- 
ihg on the dotted line, at 
teast until Goldberg 
whipped up some of his 
animation magic. The ani- 
mator took Williams' old 


comedy records and animated the Genie 
to bits of his monologues. 

Goldberg Says, ^There was a line in 
one of the bits where Robin says to the 
audience, ‘Tonight, | want to talk to you 
about the very serious problem of schiz- 
ophrenia;" Goldberg remembers. “In the 
animation, I had him grow another head, 
so he could argue with himself about it.^ 

When Williams saw Goldberg's Genie, 


he was impressed, and asked for a pen. 

A month later, Goldberg attended 
Robin Williams’ first recording session at 
George Lucas' Skywalker Ranch in Marin 
County. During the four-hour session, 
Goldberg, Musker, and Clements had 
expected Williams to take detours in 
creative lunacy, but they didn't realize 
they'd get Williams’ entire bag of 
celebrity impressions. 

“We got everything,” Goldberg says. 


“And aside from the fact that you had to 
pick all of us up from the recording 
room floor, we just thought, "We're 
gonna have to use this stuff. It’s too 
good not to.” - 


Fellow animator Andreas Deja, who 


designed Aladdin villain Jafar, recalls 
that one day one of his assistants came 
running back—visibly upset—after look- 
ing at preliminary Aladdin drawings. 
“Do you know what they're 
doing over there?" she 
cried. “De you know what 
they're doing to the Genie? 
They're going to have him 
turn into Arnold 
Schwarzenegger." 

"No, they're not," Deja 
said, looking up from his 
drawing board. “They 
wouldn't do that. You 

can't do that. You can't 
turn him into a contem- 
porary actor." 

“Well, they are. And all 
sorts of other things too. 
You won't believe it." 

Deja didn't—so he ran over 
to the Aladdin offices, where Goldberg 
was indeed drawing some very strange 
things: a jut-jawed, electric blue Robin 
Williams-inspired Genie who bounced 
from one characterization to another. 

"That's when it dawned on me," Deja 
says. “We're not going to do this one by 
the book.” 

And they didn’t. In fact, the closer 
Aladdin came to completion, the further 
from Disney’s romantic fairy tale tradi- 
tion it went. Not 
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only is Aladdin jammed with Goldberg's 
outrageous sight gags and Williams’ one- 
liners, but it also employs MTV-era pacing, 
crazy-quilt colors, and references to pop 
culture at every turn. 

Amidst it all, at center-stage, floats the 
Genie, Goldberg’s creation. With sheer 
creative genie—us, the animator created a 
character that mimics Williams’ standup 
style so brilliantly that it not only tickles

audience funny bones, but mesmerizes 
them with its fast-paced stream-of-con- 
sciousness visual comedy. 

Goldberg says, “I felt we had a major 
responsibility in bringing this to the screen 
because if people knew it was Robin's 
voice, their expectations were going to be 
up there...they're going to expect.. ‘this 
stuff better be funny,’ and also with anima- 
tion, people expect metamorphosis and 
humor, and funny things happening.“ 

Expectations were more than filled. For 
example, in just one half-hour the Genie 
makes dozens of eyeblink metamorphoses 
—transformations so rapid that the audi- 
ence dare not blink for fear of missing 
another rapid-fire sight gag. Not only was 
Aladdin a critical and financial hit, but 
Warner Brothers animation legend Chuck 
Jones, who numbers the Roadrunner and 
Wile E. Coyote among his creations, called 
Aladdin ‘the funniest feature ever made.” 

“We put a lot of passion into it 
(Aladdin)," Goldberg says, adding, “to have 
my name attached to a Disney film and 
know that it’s going to go on for genera- 
tions and generations, to walk into a 
theater and hear the house rock with 
laughter, | mean you just can't even 
compare that to anything.”
